Though  it  is  generally  assumed  that  the  coinage  for  the  Nomes 
was  struck  at  Alexandria,  several  coins  here  (notably  number  428) 
are  of  a  fabric  and  style  quit  unlike  the  Alexandrian  series.  The 
denominations  are  not  known,  and  seem  to  vary  from  Nome  to  Nome. 
The  Nome  coinage  is  all  rather  scarce  and  no  cabinet,  public  or 
private,  contains  enough  coins  to  make  a  complete  study  of  this 
fascinating  coinage  possible.  The  coins  are  inscribed  on  the 
reverse  with  the  name  of  the  Nome  and  with  the  date.
